Washington, November 22.—Reinforce- 
ment of the American troops on the 
Mexican frondier was a development 
today relating to the Mexican prob- 
lem, but this movement of troops was 
declared to be not at all alarming by 
official statements issued in explana- 
tion. It was said at the war depart- 
ment that one of the two infantry reg- 
iments is to be ordered immediately to 
Fort Bliss, near El Paso, for the pur- 
pose of freeing one of the cavalry regi- 
ments now stationed at that fort for 
active duty along the international line 
in the execution of the neutrality laws. 

The choice will fall upon the Six- 
teenth infantry, now at the Presidio, 
San Francisco, or the Twentieth infan- 
try, stationed at Fort Douglas, near 
Salt Lake City, Utah. 

To serve as a garrison and defend 
the city of El Paso from any possible 
attack from the south of the line, or tu 
police the city in case of rioting, it 
was saidthattheinfantry organization 
would be as serviceable as the mounted 
soldiers. On the other hand, not being 
as mobile, the infantry could scarcely 
fill the place of catairy on the border 
patrol. 

Net Result of Order.

Texas, November 22.—Two 
troop trains, en rbute from 
to Juarez, were blown up 
at Rancheria, 66 miles south of Jua- 
rez, this afternoon by dynamite mines 
placed along the railroad track by the 
rebels. This was the statement given 
out tonight by General Francisco Villa, 
who returned to Juarez from Ranche- 
ria, where his troops are awaiting the 
federals’ approach. He said there were 
1500 federals on the trains destroyed 
and that the loss gof life was enor- 
mous. 

Villa returned to Juarez, fearing 
that federals had sent a flanking col- 
umn to Guadalupe, a border town 
east of Juarez, with the intention of 
sending this force to Juarez to at- 
tack the town. Scouting parties were 
dispatched from Juarez this afternoon 
to watch - for the approach of the fed- 
eral troops, which are reported to have 
gone to Guadalupe. 

Battle Is Expected. 

The main body of General Francisco 
Villa's forces, which left Juarez early 
this morning to meet a federal force, 
reported to number~about 6,000 men, 
advancing from Chihuahua to give bat- 
tle to Villa’s rebels, is reported to- 
night to be about 40 miles south of 
the border, but so far the impending 
battle between the two forces has not 
been started. 

At rebel headquarters in Juarez it 
was reported tonight that a few shots 
were exchanged between the advance 
guards of the two armies late this 
afternegon, but both sides retired, 
awaiting the bringing up of the main 
bodies of troops.

Atlantan Is C hosén Delegate 
Of Universal Esperanto Asso. 


Of wide interest in Georgia is the 
appointment which has just been made 
of Dr. Cecil Stockard, of Atlanta, as 
delegate of the Universal Esperanto 
association for this territory, and the 
announcement that under his direc- 
tion an active campaign of’ propaganda 
will be waged and-~an Atlanta Es- 
peranto league formed in the near fu- 
ture. 

Dr. Stockard’s appointment is an- 
nounced today for the first time, the 
news having been conveyed to him 
from the international fheadquarters 
through D. E. Parrish, the American 
representative of the association, of 


Los Angeles, Cal. 

The title of “delegate,” however, is 
used in its Esperanty sense rather than 
its usual English meaning. Dr. Stock- 
ard is not appointed to attend a con- 
vention, but he is “delegated” to rep- 
resent the Universal Esperanto asso- 
clation in Atlanta, to conduct the cam- 
paign for advancing the Esperanto 
cause, to meet all Esperantists who 
may pass through Georgia, and to an- 
swer inquiries from all parts of the 
world relating to Atlanta and this sec- 
tion of the country. 

There are about 1,200 of these dele- 
gates of the Universal Esperanto as- 
sociation, located in every civilized 
nation on the face ofthe globe. Their 
names are printed annually ing@ghe Es- 
peranto “Year Book,” and people in 
every part of the world are invited to 
write to any of these 1,200 delegates to 
obtain information about the people 
or country or section in which they re- 


side. 
A Pioneer Ex«perantist. 


Dr. Stockard was probably the very 
first Atlanta man to become interested 
in Esperanto. As a young man in col- 
lege he first became attracted by the 
idea of a universal language. He 
studied the question deeply and mabe 
tered Esperanto very soon, being able 
to read and talk the new language 
fluently. Some months ago he contrib- 
uted an article to The Esperanto Med- 
ical Journal, a magazine for doctors, 
printed exclusively in Esperanto. 

lt was through his activity in behalf 
of Msperanto that the attention of the 
international headquarters of the as- 
sociation was attracted, bringing about 
his appointment as delegate. 


Will Organize a Class. 


One of the first things that Dr. Stock- 
ard will do in connection with his new 
work is to organize an Esperanto class 
which will meet once a week to study 
the language. It will be open to every- 
body interested, and the organization 
meeting will be held on Tuesday night 
of this week at 8 o’clock in room 905 
Empire Life building, no charge being 
made for entrance in the class. 

“Suppose you were planning a EFu- 
ropean trip,” said Dr. Stockard in dis- 
cussing the reasons why every Ameri- 
Can oughtto study Esperanto. ‘An Es- 
perantist can notify the local delegate 
in any one of the 1,200 cities of the 
world in which they are located, tellin 
him when he will be in the city, an 
the delegate will meet him. 

“Recently an American who could 
speak only English and Esperanto, was 
traveling to Europe with two friends 
who could speak French. They offered 
to help him, and, on arrival at the 
French port, engaged a cab to take 
them to their hotel. Suddenly a French- 
man approached, introduced himself to 
the Ksperantists, whom he recognized 
by his green star, insisted on their dis- 
missing their cab, as the hotel was but 
a Tew steps distant; introduced them 
as his friends from Amerfica, had the 
proprietor give them local rates instead 
of tourists’ rates, and ended by show- 
ing the Esperantist more of the city 
than was seen by the: other two, al- 
though the others could speak French 
and the Esperantist couldn't. They 
were foreigners in spite of the French. 
The Esper@ntist was a brother. 


Facilitates World Growth. 
“Being a language that is closely 


akin to practically all the modern lan- 
Suages of the world, Esperanto greatly 
facilitates the development of worid- 
wide organizations and the advance- 
metn of universal peace. 

“There have been nine annual: Es- 
peranto congresses held in different 
cities. At the ninth, held in Bern, 
Switzerland, last August, there were 
1100 delegates present, and at the 
Srand ball many appeared in their na- 
tional costumes. The delgates from 
the South Sea islands were among 
those who preferred to wear conven- 
tional garb.

Chicago November 22.—Fourteen 
iplayers were killed and 175 were in- 
jured in football games in the season 
which virtually closed today. In 1912, 
thirteen players met death and 183 
were injured. 

These: figul were compiled from 
press reports and published here today. 
The injured include only those who 
suffered broken bones, torn ligaments, 
severe bruises and sprains and intern- 
al injuries. Of the fourteen deaths, 
thirteen succumbed to injuries received 
this year. Charles Sweitzer, formerly 
a Hamline university player, died No- 
vember 17 at St. Paul, following a 
complication of diseases resulting from 
injuries several years ago. Other fa- 
talities resulted, with few exceptions, 
from fractured skulls, broken necks 
or spinal injuries. 

Oniy two university players were 
killed. Vernon Belyea, of the Nor- 
wich, Conn., ‘varsity, was hurt in a 
Zame with Holy Cross and died three 
days later. Edward Morrisey, captain 
of St. Ambrose university, suffered a 
broken leg September 25 and died of 
blood polsoning.

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VIES FROM INJURIES. 


Wray, Gettysburg Player, 
Hurt in Dickinson Game. 


Gettysburg, Pa., November 22.—Homer 
H. Wray, of Leechbure, Pa., a student 
at Gettysburg college. died late last 
night from the effects of an injury re- 
ceived in a football g~ame between the 
Gettysburg and Dickinson college re- 
serve teams at ‘Carlisle three weeks 
ago. One of the bones in Wray’s chest 
was fractured. <Abscesses formed on 
the lungs and caused his death.

Sending in Pinch Hitter 


Not Always 


Successf ul; 


Evans Relates Experiences 


By Billy Evans.

Is the pinch hitter a success? 

A majority of managers look on the 
pinch hitter with favor. Others em- 
ploy the practice, mot so much because 
they favdér it, but because fandom 

: expects it. I know 


one major league 
manager who has 
been successful with 


inch hitters, yet 
1e favors the abo- 
lition of the prac- 
tice. smet 138 - 8 
rather radical pro- 
cedure, and I with- 
hold the name of 
the manager, SO 
that he can escape 
the censure that no 
doubt would be 
heaped on him from 
many quarters. 

Pinch hitting has 
become a mania 
with a great many 
ieaders. Any time 
a hit means a run 
r two, even though 
it is early in the 
game, the pinch 
hitter is rushéd 
into the battle. If he comes through 
with a hit everything is lovely and 
the manager is looked upon as a cun- 
ning strategist. If he ‘fails, which Is 
the case in a majority of attempts, 
and dire results follow the removal ot 
this or that player, then the manager 
is roasted for making the shift. 

Pinch Hitters’ Work. 

How many pinch hitters can drive 
the ball safely mcre than once in four 
times at bat? Regulars who can hit 
.533 for the season must get the ball 
safe once in every three times at the 
plate. They have 154 games in which 
to reach such an average. t is foolish 
to ask a pinch hitter to deliver to that 
extent, who may be sent to the plate 
only once every third or fourth day. 
Practice trains the eve. The regular 
who is tn the game every day is Keyed 
up, while the pinch hitter, sittin on 
the bench, is just the cpposite. "ery 
often the pinch hitter fails to 
more tkan once in five trips to the 
plate, and are few ‘pitchers who 
could do much worse 

In the recent world’s series, Connie 
Mack was criticised for his failure 
to use a pinch hitter in the ninth in- 
ning of the second game. Connie 
Mack i8 a great manager, that 
know He is only human and makes 
mistakes, but in my very humble 
opinion he didn’t make one in that 
instance. I recentivy read where he 
was quoted as saying he would do 
the same thing over again, and I be- 
lieve it. It will be recalled that in 
the ninth inning of the second game, 
the Athletics had men on 
third with no one out. It looked like 
a sure run and the game, for up to 
that time neither club had been able 
to score, so maSsterly was the pitching 
of Methewson and Plank. 


Lapp’s Case. 


Jack Lapp, the catcher, was the next 
hitter. In 1912 Lapp was regarded by 
many as the best hitting catcher in 
the American league. Last year he 
Slumped in his batting. All year he 
hit the ball on the nose but in hard 
luck. It would not have been a wise 
plan to remove Lapp as I view the af- 
fair. for Lapp hits the ball hard and 
even if he tailed to get it safe he might 
hit a long fly. He didn’t, so that of- 
fered a point to criticise. While not 
a good hitter‘ by any means, there aré 
worse batsmen than Eddie Plank. He 
had looked good against Mathewson 
on former trips to the plate.

Practically every fan can recall 
some game in which a pitcher, who 
has kept the opposing team dewn to 
a run or two, is supplanted by a pinch 
hitter, who usually fails to deliver. 
The removal of the pitcher, to. make 
room for the fruitless batter, of course, 
brings another pitcher into the game. 
Frequently, the pitcher is not properly 
warmed up, with the result that he is 
frequently batted hard, and the ene- 
my is able to walk away with a vic- 
tory. Often the substitution of a pinch 
hitter for a pitcher, turns what had 
been a pitchers’ battle into a farce.

Mr. Ulmer was a recent visitor in 
Atianta, but nas now returned to 
the Mexican border, where he ex- 
pects tO aWait the possibility of war, 
and to place himself at the service of 
tne country as an interpreter, should 
hositilities eventually break out. A 
native of Alabama, Mr. Ulmer has beep 
for fcurteen vears a resident of Mex- 
lc, twelve of which he has lived ip 
the city of Torreon, state of Coahuila 

has been engaged in the bus- 
Importing cotton seed. 
ramiliar With Conditions. 

liis long residence in the country 
has made Mr. Ulmer thoroughly famili- 
lar witl he conditions,which prevail 
there. > Speaks the language as 
fluently as a native, and the fact that 
he married a Spanish girl, whose 
parentS are alsv residents of the coun- 
try, has made him view the situation 
from an inside and sy mpathetic stand- 
point, rather than that of a foreigner. 

Notwithstanding this, he does not 
take an optimistic view of existing 
conditions. It is his opinion that the 
combatants on both sides have so much 
tu Sain by the looting of foreign resi- 
dents and of wealthy citizens of the 
country that they themselves do not’ 
care to end the war. The longer hos- 
tilities may be prolonged in the terror- 
Stricken land, the more the bandit 
soldier will have to gain by it. 

As all of his property interests are 
in Mexico, Mr. Ulmer would nct ex- 
press himsel! as to the merits-of the 
respective sides that are now contest-, 
ing for supremucy in that country, 
@Geclaring that he had enjoyed the 
friendship both of the Porfirio Diaz 
and of the Madero regimes. Diaz he 
regards as a great ruler, whom neces- 
Sities compelled to be severe, and Ma- 
dere as an idealist of splendid pur- 
poses, who was about fifty years 
ahead of his time. 

His Story of the Escape. 

But let us begin with the beginning 
of Mr. Ulimer’s story. which starts with 
the closing in of Torreon by the rebels 
last May. and tncludes many hair- 
breadtn escnpes and the rebuilding of 
railroad bridges and the reconstruc- 
tion of brotcen railroad tracks by the 
escaping Americans. The history of 
the slege and fall of the important city 
of Torreon has never vet been told. and 
Mr. Ulmer’s account of it is the first 
to reach the outside world. 

“From about the first of May,” he 
bewan, “the city, which was then in 

hands of the federals, was shut in 

the rebels. From May 7 to May 27 
no trains entered the city from any 
quarter. We were isolated from the 
world so far as vUbDtaining news was 
concerned. 

“On June 2 the tast train left, which 
succeeded in getting through. We had 
no newspapers from the outside world 
except July 4 and 16, when a few pa- 
pers came in on troop trains, which 
brought in federal soldiers who were 
concentrating for the defense of the 
eltv. There were few papers 
brought in cverland. , about. the 
last named date. Fro July 16 to 
October 7 we were absolutely shut off 
and knew nothing of what’ was 
going on in the world about us. 

The First Cannon.

act on taking the city was to lay an 
assessment of three million pesos upon 
its citizens, which he demanded to bs 
paid immediately. Of this amount $40.- 
900 was allotted to the American bank, 
of which Robert L. Barrett is presi- 
agent. 

“It was nearly a week after the city 
fell that Mr. Cheek, superintendent of 
the Torreon division of the Mexican 
International railroad, got together the 
last trainload of American refugees to 
be taken out of the city. We were 
momentarily expecting an attack from 
the federals in an effort to recapture 
the town 


The Last Train. 


“There were on this train thirteen 
Cars, two, loaded with wood and other 


material, wererun ahead of the engine | 


as a .protection against dynamite, 
which we anticipated running into at 
almost any time. If these cars should 
strike a cGharge and blow up, our 
engine and passengers cars would be 
safe. Behind the engfme were the 
provision coaches and passenger cars, 
and at the rear the private car of the 
superintendent, 


“Tl was assigned by Mr. Cheek to g0, 


ahead and‘explore the track with a 
hahdcar, taking such assistance as I 
might need. 1 chose Rudolph Hiker, 
one of the bravest American I had 
ever known, and several Mexicans and 
Spaniards to run the car. This was at 
San Pedro. 

“Before I had proceeded more than 
thirty miles in the handcar I found 
a bridge blown up over Lake Mayran, a 
considerable exfanse of water, which 
rendered it apparently impassable. J 
communicated with the train by phone, 
one of which I had on the handcar, 
to be attached to the telegraph wires. 

Rebuild Broken Bridge. 

“When the train came up we held 
a consultation as to what .should be 
done. Finally it was decided to senda 
me and my party across the lake on 
the handcar, which we managed to get 
across by laying heavy timbers in 
the water. The rest of the American 
party stayed behind to rebuild the 
bridge, which they did by using the 
ballast of the road to fill up a passage 
acress the lake and then laying a track 
on’ top. of it. It was a task of tre- 
mendous difficulty with the material 
at ‘our command, and speaks muenh for 
the enterprise and resourcefulness of 
the men who accomplished it. 

“Rut while the building was going 
on, Hiker and myself, with our Mexi- 
can and Spanish crew, had continued 
our task of expjJoiting the route in 
the handcar. We were armed with 
passports from the American consulate 
at Torreon, and also from the_ rebel 
commander. We had not gone far be- 
fore we fell in with a party of rebels, 
who aimed their guns at us over an 


embankmant, and we had nothing to 


do but surrender. As not a member 
of the party could read, we found our 
passports to be absolutely worthless, 
and the rebels were 2 bad looking lot, 
taking us for escaped federals from 
Torreon.” 

Taken by Rebels. 

Mr. Ulmer here told of how he was 
held in the hands of the rebels for 
a dav and night, being taken to a 
ranch house some seven miles away, 
to where the officer was, and how, 
after being entertained by him, the) 
were allowed to go back to their car, 


which had. been carefully hidden the! 


night before in the chaparral along the 
track. 

They: found their car safe on their 
return... and, going back to the lake, 
found the bridge still in course of con- 
struction. It was not much longer 
until it. was finished, hawever, and the 
train with the-cars proceeded across. 
As an evidence of the courage dis- 
plaved by the Americans, Mr. Ulmer 
said that when he was assigned to the 
nosteof danger on the wood car ahead 
of the engine, in order to keep a look- 
out on the track, nearly half of the 
American -party volunteered to take 
their places with him. 

Saved by American Fliag. 

A little later on they fell into the 
hands of the federals, who held the 
upper portion of the track, At that 
time Ulmer and his party were again 
ahead of the train on the handcar, and 
they were saved from being’ fired on 
1» the federal captain and his troops, 
in all probability, by the conspicuous- 
ness of the American flag, which they 
carried in full view on the front ol 
the handcar. 

“The American flag shows up at a 
‘reater distance than that of any otner 


o me, after he had captured our 
party,” said Mr. Ulmer. § He

Jacques David’s Famous 


Painting Still Unsolved.

Paris, November 22.—One of the 
most famous works of the great 
French paimter, Jacques David, has 
been missing for nearly a hundred 
years, and the problem of its where- 
abouts is an artistic mystery which 
has appealed to the imagination cf 
many well-known members’ of* the 
Paris art world. The picture is now 
believed to have been traced to the 
Old chateau of Saint-Fargeau, in the 
Nievres. According to this story the 
painting was placed {tn an oak box and 
sealed -up in the chateau’s 
walls. But not even the present cwner 
\of the chateau, Annison du Perron, 
has the slightest clue as to just where 


(it may be. 
The picture represents Michel! Le- 
peletier, Count Saint-Fargeau, as he 
lay on the pedestal of the statue of 
Louis XVI; the day before the execu- 
tion of that doomed monarch. Saint- 
:Fargeau was a rovalist deputy to the 
states general but afterwards went 
i'(ver to the resolution and voted the 
(death of Louis XVI. He was assassi- 
‘nated the day be‘ore Louis XVIL.’s exe- 
cution by a royalist man-at-arms. 
Saint-Fargeau's dead body, nude and 
covered with garlands of oak leaves, 
| was exposed for four days on the 
pedestal from which the statue of 
Louis XVI. had been thrown dcwn. 
The picture was originally placed in 
the hall of debates of the convention. 
‘lt was given back to the artist after 
the terror and is believed to have later 
passed through the hands of M. Da- 
vid's son to one of the heirs of Saint- 
Fargeau the Marquise de Mortfon- 
taine. The Marquise, according to the 
istory, signed an agreement not to 
| destroy the picture. She had, how- 
fever, remained faithful to the rovalist 
'cause, and to hide the picture from her 
| revolutionary father she concealed it 
jas described. in the wall of the chateau 
jand died without revealing its where- 
tabouts.

A jury will finally passon the case, 
but in the meantime Loh’s place must 
remain closed under the uijnnction. 

Judge Mathews also refused to grant 
a mandamus against Ordinary C. M. 
Wiley to compe! that official to issue a 
state near beer license to S. D. Cassidy. 
When Cassidy applied for the license 
the ordinary refused it on the ground 
that he had been convicted of violating 
the state prohibition law. 

Both of these cases mav eventually 
reach the supreme court of the United 
States, for it is proposed to test the 
eonstitutionality of the law in the 
highest courts of the land.

COTTON SEED. VALUE 
DISCUSSED BY SOULE 


oe — —— 


Dr. Andrew M. Riche president of 
the Georgia State College of Agricul- 
ture and a recognized authority upon 
agricultural subjects, has prepared for 
the press a most interesting bulletin 
in which he points out the unwisdom 
of putting whole cotton seed into the 
ground for fertilizing purposes. 

In this bulletin he shows that by 
actual chemical analysis there is only 
$12.23 worth of plant food in a ton of 
cotton seed, and by putting them into 
the ground loses practically 50 per 
cent of the market value of these seed. 

He points out that there is as much 
plant food in a thousand pounds of 
cotton seed meal when applied to the 
soil for fertilizing purposes as in a 
ton of whole cotton seed. In conclud- 
ng this article of sound advice to the 
Georgia farmers, Dr. Soule writes: 
“The writer has studied the subject 
very carefully and has had years of 
opportunity in which to examine at 
first hand the results obtained with 
seed and meal in field tests and as a 
source of food for live stock, and is 
more than convinced that the farmer 
who takes advantage of his opportun- 
ity for exchange, or for direct sale, 
will be the gainer: by several dollars 
per ton.”

In South Carolina, when the railroads were forced to pull mileage on 
trains, they promptly withdrew the interchangeable feature from the 
mileage books, with the result that the travelers in that state have to 
carry a different mileage book for every road over whose lines they 
travel. Such an action on the part of the railroads in Georgia is not only 
possible, but the travelers must recognize the fact that it is probable. 
Irrespective of the right or wrong of the whole question, it is certainly a 
certain fact that the roads will not give in to the demands of the cw See 
men without making as hard a fight as they possibly can. It will take at 
the least an act of congress to force the roads into the pulling of the 
mileage on the trains, and the only day on which the travelers can claim 
that they have won the victory will be the day on which every railroad 
in the state commences pulling the mileage on its trains without question 
or complaint, without quibble or condition, just as they sell it to the 
travelers in the first place. When that day dawns will be time enough 
for the traveling men of Georgia to start to sing their song of rejoicing 
and not before. They must never let up in their fight if they wish to,win, 
and there can be little doubt of their desire in this respect when the 
splendid struggle they have already made is considered. Let them not be 
deceived by misleading announcements of victory before the fight is over, 
and remember that the man who appreciates his triumph the most is he 
who can feel sure that it will be permanent and not merely a passing

The 
Tokugawa Shogunate had to yield to 
the foreign de~and and the Kanagwa | 
treaty was first signed with the pleni- 
potentiary of the United States as the 
sequel to the visit of Commodore Per- 
ry with hig “black ships.” Up to that 
time the emperor of Japan was little 
more than a pawn in the dangerous 
game plaved between Yedo (now 
Tokio) and Kyoto as the rival 
of the Japanese government. 

Shogunate Abolished. 


In 1868 the imperial authority 
asserted itself with an edict from 
peror Mutsuhito for the abolition of 
the Shogunate and announcing the 
emperor's “resumption of the govern- 
ment.” Prince Keiki continued the, 
struggle and internecine strife of al- |; 
most endless duration threatened to 
exhaust the state and expose it as an 
easy prey to foreign oppression when 
Keiki voluntarily abdicated and re- 
stored the powers of government to 
the imperial throne. He led a life of 
seclusion for many years, but in 1898 
he was invited by the emperor to take 
up his residence in Tokio and the title 
of prince was conferred upon him. 

The Japan Times, in describing the 
incident of his appearance as a guest 
at a garden party given by Count 
Okuma in 1907, declared that the prince 
stood as an emblem of the Japanese 
genius of civilization, remarking the 
changes that thad been affected by a 
“revolution without madness since 
the davs of the Shogunate.

“Already, at certain seasons of the 
year, the pressure of traffic upon rail- 
road accommodations is pronounced, 
and at times acute. In the past few 
years we have seen certain of our 
Georgia railroads suffering from a con- 
gestion of freights when the fertilizer 
season was upon them, their organi- 
zation demoralized in a degree, their 
single track systems, with sidings ev- 
ery few miles, overwhelmed by the 
heavy movement of this necessity of 
southern agriculture. When the full 
weight of a normal cotton movement is 
on the same condition of affairs has 
noticeable, Other classes of 
freights suffering from dilatory move- 
ment on the part of the transportation 
lines.

The double-tracking of the 
various systems of the state, costly 
though it will be, must be forced upon 
them within a few years, but even that 
will not long enable them to meet the 
pressure of freights in the early 
months of the 
winter, without vexatious delays and 
open discontent on the part of busi- 
_— interests and the pwyblic gener- 
ally. 

“The development of the state’s wa- 
terways will assist in a measure in 
relieving the railroads of the hauling 
of the coarse, heavy and cheap-paying 
freights, and enable them to more sat- 
isfactorily move the higher classes of 
merchandise. There is no apparent 
reason why a great number of our 
farmers should not receive their fer- 
tilizers. for instance, by water route, 
from the factories in Savannah, Ath- 
ens, Albany, Macon, Columbus and oth- 
er manufacturing points that are lo- 
cated on navigable streams. 

Improved Waterways and Good Roads. 

“The development of go00d roads 
throughout the state will be a mate- 
rial factor in bringing this about.and 
will accentuate the necessity for fur- 
ther development of our waterways.

appropriations from the national treas- 
ury sufficient to meet the requirements 
of the people along this line. The in-
